ing was deſign'd by the ſure Word of Daniels Propheſy, and Jeſus 
Chriſt, mighty in Word and Deed, came ar the . Time. Now 
eur Lord condemns the 17norance of the Scribes, and Phariſves, «nd Peo- 
ple, who did not diſcern the Signs of rhar Time, not as-fimgle ance, 
. &r Neſcience, but as groſs Hipocrikie, that they. wowtel not know what 
they might have known ;, and proportionably in all times, but eſpecs —_— 
Times, wherein mighty Works are to ſhew forth themfelves, and 
gin 10 ſhew forth themſelves in the downfal of the Turkiſh Tyranny, 
with which the Papal is to meet im ſuch degrees of Ruine, as are derermin'd 
to be parallel in each, and mn parallel Times. 

1 moſt humbly, and earneſtly threfore Beſcech the Angels of the Reformed 
Churches, Thar they would ſearch this fo- great Prophefie of the New: 
Teſtament, commenſurate, as hath been ſasd ro krametiate Revelation, 
aud that they would Miſter out of it to the Princes and Powers of the Ten 
Kingdoms, that have /o long given their Power, and Kingdom 70 the Beaſt,

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eſpecially to thoſe, which are already of the Reformation z For the Words 
of God are near to be fulfill'd, for God had ſaid, The Beaſt ſhall have 
Power t0 continue Forty two Months, and to receive great Power, and 
Authority from thoſe Kings, giving their Power, and their Kingdom to 
Him. And the Word of God was fulhill'd, ſo that their Kingdoms were en- 
tirely ſo given till the Reformation, when the Mornins of the laſt half Day, 
or half Time of the forty two Months, gave Liberty ro ſome of thoſe Ten 
Kings to reverſe, andrecal the giving *Ftheir Kingdom: As Chriſt aroſe 
early in the Morning of bis laſt third Day, and appeared to ſome of the Apo- 
ſRtles,4a»d4 Diſciples ; But it was Evening,e're he met them ina Body; and thoſe, 
who [aw him ff , were Inſtrumental to prepare thoſe, who did not ſee him till the 
Evening: ſo thoſe Princes already of the Reformation ſhall be Inſtrumental 
ro. oblige the reſt, who have not yet renwnciated to the Beaſt and the falſe 
Church,#o do the ſame, now near the End of the laſt of che forey two Months. 

Let them therefore have thoſe grand excitements, encouragements of 
Sn ; undoubtedly Cyrus a h a Gentile Price was bighly anima- 
ted by the Prapheſies of Waiah and Jeremiah for the Deſtruftion of Lite- 
ral Babylon, which Propheſies we may be __ were expounded to Him ” 
Daniel, /o great 4 Prophet in hes own 7 imes;, how much more will Chri- 
ſtian, and Proteſtant Princes, exalted in their Spirits, ſummon their Prow- 
efſe, and puiſſatice for. the ſervice of the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt to be 
within theſe Eight next Tears preclaim'd by loud Voices /-om Heaver:: 
For when the Words of God are to be fulfill'd, chat the Ten Kings and 
their Nations, 4o give their Power no to the Beaſt ; Then the 
Kingdom. of Chriſt is proclaim'd, alrhaugh his Inauguration, as we [peat, 
ſhall nor be ill ſeventy five Years afber. 

If my ſhould ſay, the Prophetic is dark andnot tobe underſtood, and 
Men very diſenclind ro believe the Explications groen of it ; let them conſi- 
der, it 1s very dangerous to ſay of any Book of Scripture, with the un- 
learned, we cannot read #r, becauſe we are not learned, and with the 
learned, we cannot read it becauſe it is ſealed. Jf rhere were by the 

urivg our of the Spirit «por the Refarmed an united endeavour to ſearch 
by the Books of Scripture, 4nd other Eccleſiaſtical Records with Prayer, 
what, ad what manner of Time, the Holy Spirit iz i 4id fignifie, 
as they bave ſearch'd for the Senſe of Antiquity in ſome things of far leſs 
moment, or concern to the Kingdom-of Chriſt, what dowbr can there be but 
that the two leaved Gates of Truth in ir had open'd :o.rhem; and by their 
concerted Light, and Authority, Princes wowd be awakes'd, ani perſwa- 
ded, fo that the great City, andits Decimal power would oor tel the 
Earthquake, and fall. | | 

1 am n0t at all in doubt, but that to me, leſs than the leaſt of all. Saints, 
and the chicfelt of Sinners, as upon the Banks of Chebar, Ulai, gy

my moſt Artentive Thought and Contemplation of this and other Frophelics

may ſay, It is written. It is written in the Scripture of Truth. 
Particularly the annexed Diſcourſe, I publiſh'd a year ago, and I cannot 
bur look upon the preſent appearance of things in the World a Juſtification of 
it : I bave obſerv'd hitherto a wy — reſs of Divine Govern- 
ment in the World, according to the C ing Propheſie / have made. 
I obſerve a great Preparation for the Ceſſation of the Turkiſh Woe, » 
the laperial- Conſtantinople and the Greek Cities, that thoſe Candle- 
ſticks may be Re-placed : I obſerve yet, This ſeems to wait for the Fall of the 
Tenth of the great City, which motion it is to attend : I have been always 
of the Fudgment, the Reformed Churches, that lye in the Bowels of Nati- 
ons, whoſe Princes, and Staple Laws had not eſtabliſhed the Reformation, 
were in Danger of freſh Martyrdoms by the cruel Policies of the Jeſuites Or- 
der, whoſe Arcana Imperii, or Politics, may well be. fly d the depths of 
Sathan. 7 have underſtood thoſe Churches ſymboPd by the Church of Thya- 
tira, in regard of whom the Feet of Chriſt burn as in a Furnace to this day. 
The Nations, whoſe Princes and Laws have eſtabliſh'd the Reformati- 
on, 1 have had firm Aſſurance, could not be re-enflav'd, under the enchant- 
ment of og that Power to the Beaſt, which they had repeal d from 
him, not ſhould the Churches in them, except by a ſhort Hurricane, be in any 
danger of force. I have had the ſame Confidence with particular Relation to 
this Nation, and the Churches in it, and that the Soveraign Power of it 
ſhall be of the principal, that ſhall per fel? that Revolution of the Reforma- 
Lion into ir*s Complement, and on that account have pray d for the good un- 
derſtanding of our Supreams to that very end. 
1 have compar'd ſuch Reformed Churches, and particularly oy 
| thas 
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that of Sardis, efteeming our greateſt danger to be a Security, aſlamber in « 
State though ſplendid as to this World, yer ſhort of the Glory intended 
Chriſt in the Advances of his Kingdom ; and that thereupon, he wo 
Come upon us, 4azd we ſhould not know at what hour he himſelf would 
come upon us. / find no Reaſon to change, or ſo much as to ſuſpett, but to 
be more and more confirm'd in theſe Sentiments. 

1 makg no more doubt, the preſent ConjunCture, is a dawn of that preat 
Revolution, awaiting the Tear ninety ſeven, next enſuing, than I doubt, 
whether-the dawn of the day be in advance to the perfett Light ; becauſe 
1 am not upon any ſmgle Conjetture, but upon the whole Conſpiration of Apo- 
calyptical Times, compar 'd with the Regiſtries of Hiſtory in the courſe 
of Time ſmce our Lords Reſurreftion, as famous, and as well kiown, as 
the Reformation from Luthers Time is kyown. 1 am not on any ſingle 
Line of Time,buz ou” the Concatenation of Times throughout Scripture zoe 
4s it bs x'd with the Irreconcileable Chronological Controverſies, but 
aſſur'a4 by Maſſy, Sterlyn Scripture, both by compare of the Texts them- 

elves, and Scripture Reaſon, argued from them. 

I have only three parts of that Line to publiſh, viz.from Abraham to the go- 
ing out of Egypt Two the going out of Egype ro Solomons beginning 
the Temple, and from the Temple begun to Cyrus his Decree for reſto- 
ring it, after the Babyloniſh Devaſtation, 1 have alſo prepar'd ſo great a 
Probation, that the day of Judgment, andthe ReſurreCtion ſo generally 
ackpowledg*d in Chriſtian DoCrine, are at the full dimenſions of Expoſition 
the very Milennial, or thouſand years, Kingdom of Chriſt, that 7 think 
pon — of Scriptures, 1 have vouch'd and argued, it cannot be 
aenyed ; a Complement of all, I have adjuſted tothoſe Illuſtrious Scrip- 
rares the Prayer, we ſo generally acknowledge by the Name of the Lords 
Prayer in the Explanation of it, and proved it to be the Prayer of, and pre- 
pared for that Glorious Kingdom of Chriſt, as alſo by eminent Scriptures 
the Lords age? to be the Sacrament of the Kingdom. 

1 hope by the good Hand of God towards me to be ſo aſſifted, as to ma'g 
Publication of theſe with the great, and confiding Expettarion; that ſince 1 
have had ſo great cauſe to believe, no one ſees Reaſon to chaſtiſe the Diſcour- 
ſes I bave publiſh'd , and that the Divine Adminiſtrations of theſe latter 
Times, are going on to juſtifie them, they will be ſerviceable as Gods to the 
enquiries of greater Maſters of Aſſemblies, and their every way 12 accep- 
table Reſearches imo theſe things, to the greater haſtning of the Glory , and 
coming of ow# Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the fall of his Enemics to be his 
Footſtool, by the earne#t Prayers of his Churches, and Saints, and thet 
in the mean time, they will be as Nails faſtning thoſe Tents, and Yavilions 
of Princes, who are to ſerve the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords ir 
their Station. For } am ſure, they are given from one, even the chief 
Shepherd, and Biſhop of his Church, Jeſus Chriſt. L 
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I am not enclin'd, nor have ever had a Temptation to repreſent the Pra. 
pheſies of Scripture as a Doftrine of Blood. I am ſenſble, what Spirit 
Chriſtianity is of to its greateſt Enemies. Chriſt came not to deltroy 
mens lives, but to ſave them ; I expett a Battel of Chriſt, that ſhall nor be 
as of the Warriors with confuſed noiſe, and Garments rolled in 
Blood, but with fewel of Fire, pure and clean Holineſs, 4 pure Ether 
of 7uſtice, and Righteouſneſs ;, for in Righteouſneſs he Judges and makes 
War, and that in the mean time, there ſhall be no more uſe of Inſtruments, 
to deſtroy, than the moſl Righteous, and juſt Conſtitutions and Govern- 
ments of Nations allow: For the Angels of the Vials «por the Anti- 
Chriſtian State are cloathed with Linnen pure, ad white, and their 
Breaſts girded with golden Girdles, rheir Vials full wth no ochber wrath 
than of God Almighty, Rev. 15. 

Tet not offering to be particularly definitive ; I Avow in the general, Yet 
Eight years, the Kingdoms of this World ſhall beoome the Kingdoms 
of the 1.ord'and of his Chriſt, and Papacy and Mahommetanfin alſo, 
down before Him, his Monarchy then begin its Succeſſion, although bis 
glorious Inveſtiture ſhall noe be till ſeventy five years after ; I which 
time, The everlaſtin Goſpel foal be preached Gem Miſſion _=_ w (os 
and effeft to that of the Apoltles, and more univerſal ; therefore by 
an Angel flying through the midſt of Heaven, brivging in the fulnefs of

It is wonder therefore, if the Arguments would have born it, 
they were not at leaſt expogd to ſcorn and laughter ; but Prophetic 
Truth in this matrer is too (olid to be ſo faſten'd on. 

This Prophefie Imports the great Revolution of thoſe Ten Kings 
and their Kingdoms, our own and thoſe, which lie all about us, 
that were known for ſeveral Hundreds of Years, to have been 
devotely united to the Roman Catholick Church, as they delighted 
to Style it, and tothe Papal Supremacy, as Head of it ; theſe yery 
Kings and Kingdoms ſhall hate that Adutterous Church, made In- 
Famous in this Prophifie by the Name of the //here, and ſhall 
Treat her with the greateſt Harred, Indignity, and Avetrſation ; 
and God will jet Judgment before them as'\n the Cale of the Jewiſh 
Ahohbah, and they ſhall execute greateſt ſeverity upon it, as cating 
her Fleſh by Slaughter, and Burning her with Fire. 

And all this they ſhall do, as is Implyed, when the words of God 
are fulfilPd. That is, when the time determiu'd by God for the 
Biving their Kingdon te the Beaſt is aces till then they. agree in 

. one, 
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one, being. under an Enchantment to the Whore to give their Rings. 
doms to the Beaſt, that bears her, that he might bear her withThe' 
greateſt Granduer , and State , his Head riſing up with theſe Ter 
Horns ; Theſe Symbolical Names are given to the Pupacy, and the 
Ten Kings tor the ſtupidnelſs of their 1dvlatry, and the Cruelty of 
their Perſecution. 

\ The time God had allotted to the Beaſt was Forty two Jewiſh 
Months, making 1222 Years, as another Proj hefie aſſures vs ; lo 
long the Papacy was tocontinue from the time of this Authority, 
to be accounted from 475. and at the ſame hour the Ten Kings 
receiv'd their Kingdoms in Sacred Regilter, or Propheſie, at the - 
Cellation of the Koman Weſtern Empire. 

This time is alſo call'd, as given to the whole Anti-chriſtian 
Apoſtucy, Time, Times, and half a Time z At the Morning of the 
half Time, as Chriſt aroſe on the Mcrning of his Third Day , Some 
of thoſe Ten Kings began to hate the Whore, and Revok'd their 
Kingdoms from the Beaſt ; This was when Luther firſt role up. Ann, 
1517. Yet {vo great Kingdoms, as we know, France, Spain, Italy, 
Germany, Poland and Portngal continue their SubjxQion to him. 
In them allo the Pro; h+fie (hall be accompliſhed, when the words 
of God (hall have their laſt fu/f/ling, that will be at the Year 16g7. 
For as each Time is Three Hundred Sixty Years; ſo proportion- 
ably the half Time is one Hundred Eighty Tears; Take them to 
begin at Luthers appearance, 1517- they neceſſarily end at 1697. 
the very obſcryation of which gives the expeRation” of: that Year 
Credence. For none can deny it Time, Times, half a Time, ate 
«qual to 1260. Years ; The half Time numbers 180. None can 
deny the Retormation dawn'd 1517. which things joyn'd toge- 
ther make, whether we will; or no, a great Cl/imateric of 16G7. a 
Year of great Remarque, as the Hundred Eighticth or half 1:me 
from the Reformation, for if a part of the Ten Kings Revok'd then 
as inthe Morning, All muſt at the Evening ; For when the words 
of God are entirely far/f{lrd, this hating the Whore muſt be fa/filled 
allo. and that isatthe tull end of the half Time 16g7. 

Theſe things I have more fully opened and proved in that Com- 
and out of Babylon, as alſo in the Scripture. Line of Time. I only 
prepare for the preſent Dilcourſe by a Summary Repetition of them. 

My Intention now is, to Remarque upon the preſent wonderful 
D:ing ot God in this Nation, and to examin, whether it be not a 
{.-ud Alarm, not only to this Nation, but to the Chriſtian Wor/d 
throughout. That God hath to admiration open'd to the accom- 
p:iiſhment of this great Propheſie.

"But firſtby way of premiſal. I ſay, if chis be indeed a Prophifie, 


*2 Divine Propheſie (0 ſoon to be accompliſt'd, and that the accom- 


pliſhment be indeed fer out in this wonderful change of affairs in 
our Nation ; it is then certain, the conſideration of the Prophrſie is 
more to the great purpoſe, what we are to expett, then the faite!t 
Train of ſecond Cauſes, the Eyes, and the. Spirit of the Living 
Creatures in the Wheels in Ezekiels Viſion c. 1. are much more to 
every end and purpoſe, then the Rirgs of the Whee/s, how High, 
Dreadful, and Auguſt ſoever ; they are indeed more in vicw,make 
more noile, raile a greater duſt, bur the Spirir docs all. 

All Princes , States , Councils , Forces are to be valued, and 
Honourzd in their Places; but Propheſie, or the Ged of Prepheſie 
railes them, gives them each their Line of Aion ; raiſes others, 
when they are at the end of their Line; takes hold, and graſps it's 
end, and is moſt affurcd of it. All ſecond Cauſes may fail, your 
Fathers are dead, and the Prophets, where are they > But did not 
my words by the Frophets take hold. So it was in all Ages, ſo it w'll 
be now : The words of this Propheſie ſeem to lic till in the Sacred 
Book ; bur God remembers them, as his word, and (ends out his 
Spirit, and ſtirs up the Spirits of Men according to them: We 
ought not therefore to deſpiſe the ſearches of Propheſie. For who- 
ever can find the True Canalc of them, gives greater aſſurance 
of the Port, and Haven of all motions, then the wiſelt Conventi- 
ns, or molt Potent Armies, or faireſt ſet of ſubordinare Inſtru- 
ments can ds; From this very Prophifieſprung outthe great Aﬀtion 
of this Year now in our Eyes. 

I ſhall therefore purſue this Argument, keeping wholly within 
the Prophetical Sphere, touching no Civil concerns, but as naked 
matter of Fatt tor the (ervice of Propheſie. 

Argument 1. I argue firſt, That this great change of Affairs is 
the Divine Prologueto the accompliſhment of this Proph+ſie from 
Chriſts Condemning both Teachers, and People, when they knew 
not the Signs of the Time. The Signs of the Times are not only 
Religious, or Moral Characters, as the Holineſs of Chriſts Do&t- 
rire, Life, great Zeal in doing good was ſuch a ſort cf $'gns of the 
M-/ith that could not be ablent ; and Chrilt ſays in Relation to 
them. And why of you ſelves julge you not, what is Right ? vizc 
from the Laws of Reaſon, of Natural and Religious Conſcience, 
inſtead of a $.gn fron Heaven ; but beſides theſe,there are the Signs 
of the Times, the ſure word of Propheſie gives, as Daniels Seventv 
Weeks gave of Meſh ; With theſe His Miraculous Birth.carly Wi/- 
gom at Tne.'ve Tears old, great works concerted, and theſe compar'd 
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cold not deceive concerning Meſizhs's times then on Earth- 

| preſume to ſay, I have found a Line of Time in Propheſie reach- 
ing 10 near as within about Eight Years of this great Propheſie ful- 
fi/led, Lgave itoura Year ago. Herre comes out a Providence be- 
tore vs ſo great, ſo ſtupendious, to the very purpole of this Propheſie, 
the equal of which is hardly to be found in Story, that was yet bur 
a! Embryo in the Womb of this Prothefre at that time, I made the 
Line Public ; far off from all proſpect, no Chud as Big as a Mens 
Hand to Divine by. 

[t 10w one may not, if one cannot diſcern the Signs of the Times 
by ſuch a Conjunfture of Propheſie, and Providence, | may humbly 
fav, why ſhould any one be condemt'd of Hypocrifie for not diſe 
cerning thoſe Signs, when on ſo great a Configuration one may be 
miltakev. Then may ir be ſaid, all Signs of the Times are Fugi- 
tive, Fallacious, and Incertain, but they arc notſo; therefore I 
am not miſtaken z event will juſtific it at 97. as it hath ſo, beyond. 
conjeture, alrcady begun. 

Argument 2. There is but one great Phenomenon, one great ap- 
pearance in Propheſie , that ſeems to ferbid this Interpretation of 
the prelent glor.ous Providence; that is, that-jult before, viz. Three 
Tears, and a half before the f.ull of the great City , Babylon in a My- 
ftery, this Roman Infamoas Woman ; the Witneſſes muſt be kill'd; 
and by the Beaft on which fhe Sits. 

I have Anticipated this Obj:Ation by ſhewing, it is impcſhble 
the Beaſt ſhould have Firty Two Moons of Tears, and have that 
work to do at his Three l:ſt Tears and a half, nor does the Ana- 
logy of fo great an event agree with ſo Puſi], fo (mall a time. Bur 
the Three Days and a half are equal ro the Three Times and a ha/f, 
and buth tro Twelve Hundred Sixty Days; They are in the Habit of 
Y hree Days, &c. only to ſh:w a deep time of the Sack cloarh Pro- 
phrfie in being kilPd, as there wasa deep time of our Lords Death, 
in hisnot whole, but part of Three Days as | am conſcious I have 
abundantly made ovr. 

But farther, I argue from this Providerice. This Church of Eng- 
find, Comprehending, as God does, all his Servants; holding the 
Teſtimony of Jeſu, wherher, what we ſtyle Ejtab/:0fd by Law or 
Proteſtant D.ſſ nters, is a Land of Gods Witneſſes, if there be any 
ſuch under Heaven ; if God hath then fo r({cued them from be- 
ingin any ſcnſe ki!?dby the Beaſt any more, as hc has ; it is certain, 
that Propheſie of the Witmſſ's cannot be in the way of this Prophe- 
fie of the Ten Kings bating this Whore, that it ſ;ould not come to 
gals in ivs juſt ſcaſon of 1697.

"indent ſome reſemblance there hath been of- ir in thoſe ſevere 
Proſecutions of the Proteſtant Diſſenters , che guilt of which the: 
Church of > oy hath, (I pray} trucly unloadcd from it ſelf up- 
on Popiſh Cabals. Belides Anti-chriſt. hath poizzd the weight of: 
his Hand very notoriouſly upon the Church of. England it ſelf, 
to try what it could do upon it. But I doubr not atall ; the Birter-- 
neſs of that Death of the Witneſes is palt ; the differences being al- 
ways great in my eſteem betw:xt the Church of Thyatyra Prote6- 
ftants, lying in the midit of Popiſh Laws, and Powers, and be- 
twixt thoſe Churches whoſc L1ws, and Princes have given not 
only a Legality, but Sardian iplendor and ſecurity to the Refor» 
mation, whoſe onely danger is too Deepa repale therein, and lnnb- 
er UPON It. 

Indeed [ have been always much aſturd, and God hath verificd 
it,Each Kingdom,that repriz'd it ſelf ftrom the Power of the Be.iſt ſhall: 
be a Proteſtant Kingdom tothe very Jaſt ; and that it could not have: 
any Elta>liſh'd Prince, that was not Proteſtant alſo ; for God wilt. 
not give back what he hath reſcued; fo that among them the- 
killing of the Witnefſes.can have no proper placc any: more, I] am. 
allured according to Prophefie. . 

The Proteſtant Churches in Hungary, Savoy, France have to9- 
much made good ſome {enſcs of k/lzg the itn fſ;s but under a« 
nother Symbod in Propheſie, then ot the Wiwmeſes flain, viz. the: 
Thyatyrian Churches. 

Argument. 3. That exceeding: Infatuation of Jeſaitic Councils, 
winich are the depths of Sathan, and as the laſt finking Pillar of a 
decaying Kingdom, argue it fo ncar the end, as Prozhefie hath made 
it; when Achitophels Wiſdom is turned into foolsÞhneſs, it argues as 
fatal ruin near. Tlicir ſe: king to hide their Connſels deep trom the: 
Lord by the golden pretence of Liberty of Conf tence, as if they 
would Cajolethe Reformation ; and Gods ſo great Abomination of 
ic, and enſnaring them in it ſhows, the laſt remedies, or healing 
Medicines of Babylon have proved vain. God hath made their turn- 
ing things ufſide down to be as the Potters Clay, that immediately 
receiv'd4 another ſhape, and mould, then they deſigned it. 

Now as when Haman began to fall before Mordecai, he fell apace ; 
{o this great defeat God hath begun to give them declarestheit final 
win. approachiug, Aud

Had not God decreed fo long a 
State ; In the courſe of Human Powers, it had fallen long ago, bur 
Kome Eternal is one ot it's B/aſphemies, and though it lays, it ſhalt 
Sit a Lady for ever., yet it's Idols have deceiv'd it ; For it's Mene- 
tekel is &en at the Doors. The dephth of it's {o 01d Kingdom ſhall 
now becomne Dotage, therefore God hath begun the Pautern a- 
mong us, and it ſhall go through the whole breadth of the grear 
City. 

Argument 4. This ſudden and (pcedy change with (© little noiſe, 
with fo lictle confuſion, with fo little, or no blood is a Land{chaph 
or Mirror of an extraordinary intention or delign of Providence, _ 
God ſeems to have wrought every _ by an Immediate Pre-/ 
ſence, by a coming down, he appears to have Bowed the Heavens, 
and to have come down ; {o, though mountains of contrary appear- 
ances, have flowed down at hi preſence, he hath anſwer'd us by a- 
mazing things in righteouſneſs ; be hath done things, that we looked 
not for, that Eye hath very ſcarcely ſeen, or ear heard, or the 
heart of Min conceis/d of. All hath been, as when a Melting Fire 
Burneth, andthings of themſelves have run into the Form , God 
would have them, as the Clay or Wax turns tothe Scale. 

Certainly, when God docs ſuch things in ſo great a manner, it 
Portends more, than the late terrible Earthquakes in Popiſh Territo- 
ries ; God is more in this /ti/l voice : Every Battel of the Warriour is 
with confusd noiſe, and Garments rolled in Blood ; this hath been as 
w.th Fere/, and burning of Fire ; and it is a Prelage, that to us a 
Child is born, a Son #s given, who ſhall within few {paces, rake the Go- 
vernment on his Shoulders, and appear the Father of the World to , 
came, his Kingdom of Righteouſneſs and Peace is near. 

It is not to be preſum'd, that all ſhall go on juſt thus, God hath 
gdone this, that he might give notice what he is aboutto do; and 
this concerted with the Prophetical Line 1s a great Signof the Timry 
and declares his Kingdom is near to be Proclatm'd ; for when P.- 
pacy falls, as the laſt part ofthe laſt, viz. the Koman Monarchy, to 
which  Chriſts Succeeds, his Kingdom ſhall be Proc/aind; and he 
invites all to rake notice of it, his Kingdom of Righteouſneſs and 
Peace, | ſay is near. For the Feet of Clay Crumble, and the Iron 
parts from them. 

Argament 5. Things ſeem fo to belayd by God, as if the very 
Merits of the Cauſe betwixt the Romens, and the Proteſt.,mt Chriſti- 
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aniry were to be tryed, and very natural Reaſon, if it were to be- 
Umpire, would calily t:1I us, what the Ce:crmination from Hea- 
ven would be. 

la the beginning of the Reformation, there was a Diſpute, whe- 
ther Proteſtancy ſhould have any place or Being in the World, in 
that which is call'd the Smalcaldic War. And God determin'd” 
in favour of Proteftancy ; it hath not been pothble yer ro make it 
loſe one Nation, or Kingdom Eltabliſh'd on Proteſtant Laws. 

The time is near, when the Queſtion ſhall be put, whether 4n-- 
ti-chriftianiſm ſhall have a longer State in this World, and it is 
very dangerous, a Critical Time for ſuch a Q.teſtion to be pur ſo 
near the end of the Beaſts Moons. Every publick Watch man then 
ſhould be skilPd in the Time of Babylmms falling, in the burden of 
that Pumah, that Edomitiſh Chriſtianity, or Anti chriftianiſm ; we 
ſhould know what of the Night, what of the Night, what the Age of 1, 


the Roman Moon, of that Governeſs of the Night is ; what the hour 15, 


of it's Night is; for the Morning cometh to the True Churches of 
Chriſt, and the Night the blackneſs of the Night on that Lady of 
the Night. 

God hath ſtirred up the Spirit of Proteſtant Princes; and it is moſt 
likely he will ſo Embroyl things, berwixt them and the Princes, 
who are yet wich the Beaſt, as ſhall be ſ:rviceable ro make an uni- 
verſal change, and all contrary 4j ciations ſhall be broken in peices. - 

God hath given therefore, as in the beginnir.g; a Sentence from 
Heaven in this Nation, and out of his great goodnels hath herein 
exalted it above- the other Proteftant Nations to give a Pattern 
here firſt. And it cannot but be remarkable, that a D-ſcendent of 
that great Prince of Orange, whole A4f.1ſſmation at his Death , 
gave him the Name of Martyr, as his great Condu& in his Life, 
the Honour of one of the great Captains, who were at that time 
w.th the Lamb, and with his Caſted and Choſen and Faithful. 

Argumert 6, I doubt not at all we may ay, Providence hath ſent - 
that Fire upon Earth ; concerning which it lays, what will I, if 
ic be already kind{ed > T hat is, it infits no longer upon a ſeeming - 
velleity. or as we {peak a willing, and wou/ding to have the Fire - 
kindled , It is already kindied ; It is in AR, and in Motion. Ir 
hath ſhed or Inſenſibly diſtributed it (elf into all the veins of our 
Nation, and will do ſothrough all the Chriſtian World, till as a 
Refiners Fire, it Purifie it from that Ant-ichriſtian Apeſftacy, that 
ſhall not be able to abide the Day of Ciriſts coming ; tor which this - 
Fire is to prepare : By this I underſtand the great Zeal againſt : 
that Impure Anti: chriftianiſm. And there is to be found _ 
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"this Zeal as it were the very Image, Seal 'and Impreſs of this Pr»- 

phefie. It here ſpread 'it felt upon all ſorts, and degrees of this 

Nation from the higheſt to the loweſt ; what is it then but co (ay 2 

This is one of the TenKingdoms, that ſhould hte rhe Whore, and 

_ the Judgment of God upon it, that is Written, in it's due 
imes.' 

And that the Soveraign of the Nation, becaulc he cannot art the 
preſent underſtand the Reaſon of complying with fo great a Pro- 
pheſie, ſhould voluntarily retire from the Government ; till he 
{hall ſee, and conſider what he hath not yer duely ſeen, and con+ 
fidet'd. -Ic being indeed Impoſſible according to this Prophefie, bur 
this Proteftant Nation muſt hayc a Prottant Head , no other can 
reſt upon it. | 

Certainly this isa very Memorable fulfilling of this Propheſie, 
and I am moſt aſſur'd, it is for a Sign to the Lord, that ſhall not be 
"Cut off, till the whole be faifiled, and it ought to be ſer up for a 
Memori1l before the Lord , as in the Temple of the Proteſtant 
Churches. | : 

I know, ſomething like ic fell out in our Neighbour Kingdom, 
concerning Henry the Fourth, and the Great of France, Grand- 
father of our King,and Great Grand-father of our Prince of Orange, 
There was at that time in that Nation an univerſal Zea/ againſt the 
Reformation, which/they call'd -Hereſie , ſo that they would by no 
means receive a Prince, how great ſoever hisCharafter was,as ic was 
indeed, as great as atiy Princes of his time, though there was art 
that time a'Complex of great Princes in the World ; they could 
not receive him how undoubted foever his Right according to 
their Sz/ique Law: Bur he was under a neceſſity to forteir his 
Right, ro live in a perpetual War, or to change his Communion, 
upon what he did, Draw a"Curain in Honour -to the Memory 
of ſo Heroick a Name. . | 

But was not thisalſo a great fuſfil/mg of this very Propheſie ac- 
cording to that ſeaſon? For at that time, when ſeveral Princes had 
withdrawn thetnſclves. and their Kingdoms from the Anti-chrift:an 
Uklurpation, if all had done fo, how had the words of God been 
Fulkitd, giving the Beaft Forty Two Months of ſuch a Decem-Princi- 
pality or Ten Horned Power when atove an Hundred Years 
at that time were unexpit'd 2 Ir pleaſed God to take the advan-

Naked, and Judging her, that bath fo violated the Wedlock of 
True Chriſtianity. 

In another regard alſo Prophefie was hereby fulflied ; for by that 
Great Henry the Fourth of France, that Famous Edi# of Nants was 
Granted, and Confirm'd in tavour of the-Reformation, of which 
he had been fo great a Confeſſour and Champion ; that thereby, in 
France, as in Germany, and Poland and (ome other Countries, 
Churches of Thyatyra might be ſertled, lying among the Nations, 
where the Counſcls of the Ignatian, or Jeſaits Order, luperadded 
ro other Orders, jultly eſteem'd, and call'd by Proteſtants ( or as 
They, viz.

1528. advantages have been taken ro Perſecute Chrilt in his Ser- 
vants of thoſe Churches, and to caulc his Feet to Burn, as ina 
Furnace, as they have done moſt dreadfully ſome time palt in thar 
Nation, in violation of that Edi#t; and as more conltantly, where 
the Hellſh Ingaifition hath been always, as an Oven, or Farnace 
_ hot, and burning, in Countries waolly given upto the Beaft 

Il. 

And thus wonderfully hath God Counterpoiz'd che State of the 
Beafts Kingdom, and the Keformation, during this half Time acccor- 
ding to Propheſie, giving yet the inclining, and heavyer Scale to 


the Beaſt, that his words may be faifilled, until the Beaſts Meaſure 


be heated up, and running over. . 
Argument. 6. That which greatly further perſnades me, the 

preſcrit Providence over thele Nations (hall be in order to the fu;fl- 

{irig of Propheſie, is, that it ſo wonderfully Synchron:izes, or keeps 


'time with-the State of the Turk ſh Empire. 


I] have given Eighteen Months ago public Teflimony from 
Propheſie, that the Tenth part of this great City (hall fall before the 
Mahometan Suttany is Dil-mounted from the Conſtantine-politan 


Heighths, and De-ported from the Confluence of People , as of 


Rivers; ſince that, two Champagnes have palyJ full of ſuch Atior, 
as hath exceedingly humbled the Ortoman Mountain; and yet it 
ſtands, though ſhaking, ard as in a trembling expeaticn of the 
fall of that Anti-chriſtianrſm, that gave the detnericorious provo- 
cation tothe Wrath, and Juttice of God, that ſwel?d it to ſuch a 
loftinelſs. 

As Rome, and Conſtantinople were ſuch Siſters in the Apoſtacy, 
as Aholah, and Ahol:bah in an Ido/atrom detetion from God , tv 
God pr: par'd for them-ſo lore a ſcourge as the Mihometan Inpo- 
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fare, that ſhould both deride their Superfticion, and miſerably 
Af & them together ; It came abroad ſoon atter the conteſt of thole 
Two Biſhops, both fallen Stars, for Supremacy, and Univerſality ; 
wherein Kome had the fatal pre-cminence to obtain the Key of the 
bottomleſs Pit. Jaumediately broke out thoſe Judgments of thacr 
Mabometan Inpeſture, which this Sacred Propheſie calls Two woes, 
waich have layn upon them Both, from that very time,more,or lels: 
Judgments prepar'd on purpoſe for the Anti-chriſtran Apoſtacy , 
in waich the Eaſtern Churches ſhar'd deep, and which is to this 
day too cloſely Incorporated with the remains of the Chriſtianity, 
that is found among them, that are indeed rather dark Mentions 
of, than that Excellent Doftrine it ſelf and Holy Religion of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

As therefore this 4rmed and violent Inpotare ſeizd above Two 
Hundred Yeats ago on that Imperial City, Conft.intinople, that fo 
unhappily aft:cQcd ro be calied New Rome, and therefore hath 
Drunk fo deep of it's Cup, both of Sin, and Judgment, ſo it ſhall 
continue under that Tyranny, as a W itneſs of the more dreadful 
vengeance, that is to fall upon that foulecr Proſtiture, O/d Rome , 
and ſtands as a Pillar of Salt to warn it hereof. 

Yet, ſothat, that Grecian Acropolis is ſabjetted in Hope, and 
waits, as the groaning Creation for the Liberty of the Sons of God, 
{o for that happy Dav of the fa// of the Tenth ofthat great City, the 
coming ofthe Witnfj-s out of their Sach.cloth , and their Aſcent to 
Glory,as it were to Heaven in a Bright Cloud : For then that Second 
woe of the T:;rkih Uſurpation upon that City, and thoſe Churches 
ſhall paſs off from them, and ſo muſt be near. 

And now that God hath ſo ſuddenly ſhaken the Foundations of 
that Ottoman Empire and.madcc itto Totter, gave me expectations z 
the Anti chriſtian thould oblerve Time, that the Provocation, and 
the {courge might pals off rogether,and it is to me moſt undoubted, 
this Rrvilution is in Motion thereunto ; nor can I {light the notices 
from Natvre, as in Convulſive Fits, in the laſt Summers Earth- 
quakes, giving the Alarm to both theſe Tyrannies, as together, 
and at Timcs near one to another ro be overturned by other kind 
of Emthquakes. 

I add, the ſpeedinels of the Motion in the two wonderful chan- 
cs in our Nation, and in Turky ſhew ; Providence 1s moving on 
thoſe Wheels, 2nd on thoſe Wings, that it uſes in the fulfillirig Pro- 
thei, as was in Exzekels Viſim drawn to the Life ; ſo that upon 
theſe two Revolutions may be Written that Prophetic Motto; I the 
Lord have ha(ic;*d them in their own Time. 

Argument 
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Argament 7. The dreadfulneſs of the Perſecution in France . of 
ſo black, and Inhuman a Batbarity, and even Heiliſh Cruelcy, 
{peaks ſome great Judgment near upon that Bea#ianiſm , that 
hath the Horns of a Lamb, but the Mouth of a Dragon, viz. under 
the Name ofa Chriſtian Hierarchy, the likeneſs of a Lyon, a Bear, 
and a Leopard, and on that Imperions Whoriſh Woman, that is, under 
the Myſtery on it's Fore head of Mother-Church, the Mother of the 4+ 
bominations of the Earth, and in whom the Blood of the Saints, Mar- 
tyrs, and Prophets is to be found, whoſe Adulterous Religion is 
Arm'd with a Salvagenefs moſt contrary to the Natural —— 
of Manly Nature, and moſt eſpecially to the Laws of Chriſtianity, 
and yer whatever is done for the propagating it's Golden Cup of 
Fornication, though by the moſt Feral force, is called doing God 
Service, Now betore the Judgment Execured upon B4by/on, ſhe is 
to fill her Ephah, that ſhe may be Rewarded double for all, that ſhe 
isto do; who then can but think, that her Day is near, and that 
God will be.a ſwift Witneſs againſt her, not for Three Tranſgreſions 
or Four , but for her S-venty Times Seven Abominations ? 

God docs not uſe to bcar /ong with Atrocious wickedneſſes, nor 
give upto ſuch un-naturaineſs, but when he is ready to take wven- 
gence, He allows not the wonted Truce of patience in ſuch out- 
rages of Blood, but riſes, now, to the Prey. 

I confeſs, this Perſecution would incline one to think, were there 
not deep Reaſons in Proph:ſie ro the contrary, w'th that ſo Zeal- 
ous Conf«jſmr, and in great degrees Martyr Mour feour Furien, that 
the Witneſſes are Slaying, as in a Three /aft Days and haff, of the 
1269. and lying dead in France, as in that Street of the great City, 
and that when this Laſt is Scene perfetly Repreſented , rhe Wir- 
neſſes ſhall riſe, and that great City, viz. it's Tenth, or Hierarchy 
{hall fall from it's Tenfolded Dominion tally, and finally, and un- 
doubtedly All this is an Epitome, or ſhort review of that S/1ugh- 
ter of the Witneſs, and the happy Reſurreftion ſhall be in fewer 
Years, then that Excellent Perion hath warily taken in, asthe 
largeſt compaſsof time for the doing ir. 

And I am very deſirous to believe, this French Perſecution is that 
laſt effort of Anti=chriftianiſm , revealed to our great and Holy 
Arch- biſhop Uſer, the forelt , but ſhorteſt Ravage of che Beat vn- 
on the Proteſt imt World, wherein by Sympathy every Nation ſhould 
bear a deep ſhare, and we particularly, ſeeing it hath pleaſed our 
Good and Gracious God to pull us as Brands out of the burning, 
and who knows but we are Deliver'd for ſuch a time 15 this > Even 
{or their Deliverance allo ; and _ it we a/together hold our Jeace, 
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and think to be quiet in onr own Nation, Light & Deliverance ſhall 
ariſe to thoſe Slain Witneſſes of-France from ſome other place; But our 
Sinwill find us out , It we forbear to deliver them that are drawn unto 
Death, and thoſe that are ready to be Slain ; If we ſaz, behold we 
know it not, we are not concern'd, doth not he that pondereth the heart 
conſider it ? He that keepeth our Nation doth not he know it: And 
w-ll he not remember it in the Day, when he maketh Inquiſition for 
Blood > 

Argument 8. There is great hops, this Revolution will be the 
Buoying up ſubſtantial Chriſtianity , and Proteſtancy , ( which is 
Chriſtianity return'd co it's own- Dignity, and Excellency) and that 
Form and Ceremony are dropping off from us, at leaſt fo far, as ic hath 
been matter cf diftinftion, and moſt of all of difference, and di- 
viſion, of breach of Love, and Charity. 

Now ſuch a $ ate Borders near upon the Scate of the Philadelphi- 
an Church, the Church Temper'd, Cemented, United by Brother- 
ly Love, when the Enzy and Vexation one of another, on ſuch ac- 
counts ſhall depart, and we ſhall exerciſe them no more ; when 
this (hall indeed be, the cime of the Philade/phian Church ſhall be ; 
Every glimps of one is the glimps of the other, and when the Time 
of that Church is, the Time ofthe Apoſtacy is expir'd : Hence there- 
fore Tbope the Time of all is near. 

Two things moſt expreſs that State; Ef-nce of Chriſtianity, and 
Univerſalty. 

The Principles, and Conſtitutions of ſome Proteſtant Churches 
are roo full of Ceremony, Ritualiſm, and Formulity, theſe eſpccially, 
when rigorouſly pretſed ro an Uniformity are nearer to Anti-chriſts 
aniſmthen totrue Chriſtianity, Proteſtantiſm, or to the Kingdom of 
Chriſt, 

Theie when L1xuriant, and over-ſpreading, when Z-aloufly 
inſiſted vpon, when Pecſecutorily urg'd are then cali*d the Syna- 
gogue of Sathan ; viz. in the Church of Smyrna at the Entrance of 
the Apoſtury, and in the Church of Pbilide/phia, when the A4pojtacy 
ſha!l expire ; The hilt Entrances, the Aver.ues of Anti-chriſtianiſnm 
were #1-written obſervances ; over aftettion to Flaces , Days, 
Forms, Kites, Titles, (wclling beyond the Apoſtolic Simplicity, hence 
it came to Superſtition , Idvlatry, Supremacy , this State the 
Holy Spirit Brands, firſt the Synagogue of Sathan , becaule fome 
were Authoritative , «Juriſd;#ive, Excommunicative upon them ; al- 
though not to be vouched from the word of Chriſt ; & though they 
were before the very Apyſtacy, or Church it ſelf in the Wilderneſs, 
bc fore the Throne of Satkan: Again, luch a State of things _ 

under 
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der the ſame Brand towardsthe end of the 4poffacy, near-andar” 


the very Philidelphian State, when ſome are ſticking in theſe, as- 


it the Reformation were not to move them, but that they ougat to 
continue tor the ſake of Reverence to Antiquity, this ſees tro me 
a miltake like that, but ina much greater concern, with which 
ſome Learned Mathematicians charge Pope Gregory the Thirteenth, 
tis Reformation of the Calendar, He Retorm'd down to the 
Nicene Council, but not to the Days of Julius Ceſar, by whom the 
Cilendar was firſt Formed, on which Account even new: Styles, 
not perfe, as ro Time; fo ſome Proteſtants would Reform dowa 
rd the Four firſt General Councils ; but they ought to Keform down 
to Chriſt, and his 4poſties, by whom as «the Author and Infulibls 
Miniſters Chriſtianity was Originally Planted ; they forget the My- 
ſtery of Iniquity Began to work even inthe Aprſties Days, and was 


Counter wrought by their Jnfallible Writings , in which all things- 


are to be tryed, to Infiſt upon any thing not Written there, is 
Redivival of that Synagogze, when over Zealouſly affected, much 
more, Impoyd under the Awe of Penalties, and Excommin:cations, 
which is the Form of a Synagogue of Sathan. But with this difter- 
ence ; the Apoſtacy was in the Church of Smyrns in the 4ſcen- 
dency, ſoit went on 10a Throne of Sathan. It is now towards it's 


loweſt Dec/inaticn, fo the laſt Synagogue (hall come to Worſhip at : 


Philadelphiaes Feet, and to acknowledge , Chriſt Laves thar 
Church. And I hope that Day is now Springing; and no ſuree 
S'gn of the Apoſtacy expiring. This very Synagogue S-»4*d the 
Thunders, that had utter'd their woices atthe firſt Keformat:on; It 
hath near this Handred and Eighty Tears tetarded the Kirg lom of 
Chrift, and Shut up the Book as hid inthe Bowels of Prophrſie ther 
opened, and ready to have come into Ad, but when that Sjna- 


gogue begins to acknowledge it's Error, that Kingdom is near : Bus : 


0!1 the other fide UVniverſal:ty is another principle of the Phrlade/- 
phian Church ; (ome Proti{tant Churches are too narrow, and Cir- 
camſcrib'd within their owa Congregations; and will rot own, 
nor receive thoſe as the Chi:zch of Chriſt,, whom Chriſt hath re- 
ceiv'd, although they even as themſelves, are among the undefiled 
Names of Sardis how few {oever : They ſhould go and Learn wiat 
that meaneth, Chriſt pleaſed not himſelf: For it is JWrtten, the re- 
proaches of them that reproached thee, fell npon me, that is, our very. 
Sins, not by way of complyance, but by way cf Cornpafſon, 
union to the perſons notwithſtanding their Sins, or Infirmities ; 


\- 


Chriſt isthe Head of a Church under many remaining evils, we - 


fhould own our (clycsthe Members of ſuch a Church ; An Uaniver- 
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{al Spirit is moſt of the Spirit of Chrifts Kingdom opening to receive 
the fulneſs of the Gentiles, and Jews, how much more real Chriſti- 
ans and Proteſtants; Not encloling Auſterely our ſelves in pend up 
Congregations ; {o as not to unice 1n Spirze with all true Chriſtigniry 
and Prereftancy though not of our Model. 

Argument 9. |t is in the place of a great Argument, that the 
greateſt Objection again(t the 'hope of ſogreat a Mercy, ſo happy 
a Revolution as we are Diſcourling of near us, is remov'd by this 
prelent Revolution , that our Eyes have ſeen, our Ears heard, and 
our Hands handed ; that is, that all our Senſes are fully affur'd of-; 
the fins, the unworthineſs, the unpreparednels of the Ape for fo 
happy a Revo/ntion is the great Argument againſt ir. 

Bur it that could have interpog'd, we of this Nation had: not re- 
cciv'd ſo great a wonder of Providence in favour of us; 1 delight 
not to inſiſt on {o ungrateful a part, bur leave it to every one in 
their own ſerious Reflexions to Calculate the greatneſs of this 
work in mercy to vs, by Ballancing all che unworthinels, that 
might have oppoſcd it; bur when God is pleaſed thus to work ; 
As his work is before him in his own determination to do it ; fo his 
reward is with him, he expcRs it only from himſelf; He ſecures all, 
that his own Wiſdom and Holineſs requires, and prevails oycr the 
remainder of unworthineſs by his own Names ſake. 

And of this I rake the more earneſt notice, that we may know 
Prophetical events are like the Rain, that waits not for the Sons 
of Men, but having ſuch a Generation of the Jt, of the Children 
of Godin the World, whom Fatherly Providence hath a peculiar 
Eye upon, it falls on 4he wnjuft allo. 

Yet this is to be underltood with three Limitations. 

t. Thercare ver Eight Years for a varicty ot diſpoſes to ſhow 
themſelves in, cicher of Mercy, or Judgment ; In this Time the 
Carcaſes of many of the mixed Multitude may fall, as in a Wilder- 
reſ;: There mav be Wars, noiſes of War, Commotions, diſtreſs of 
Nations, and great prrplexity with many evils, that may conſume 
prophane, and un reform'd Perſons, we ought not theretore to be 
ſ-cure, or preſuming becaule of ſo great a Mercy, nor on the other 
{ide be difcourag') at contrary appearances; For whatever wa- 
ving of things may be in this Interval, the end ſhall yct be certain, 
as Prothefie hath declar'd. 

2. There wilibe rothing,there can be nothing more creadful to 
the un- holy, co the fleepy, and ſecure, to the Ignorant, and 4- 
bominable, then that approach, then thoſe ud voices from Hea- 
wen of the Kingdom of Chrit, when theſe things come » ob 4 
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Chriſt expreſlcs it in brief to all thoſe in defiled Garments in Saris, 
except thou watch, | will come upon thee as a Thief, and thou alt 
not know, at what hour I will come upon thee, b/eſ] 4 are they then, 
or even at this Tire, (though it ſhall have a greater f#/fil:ing jult 
at the Seventh Vial!) who watch, and keep their Garments, viz. trom 
defilements, becaulc Chritt comes now allo as a Thief, and on fuch 
a lurprizal, the unprepar'd, throwing off their defiled. Garments in 
haſte walk naked, and Mea ſee their ſhame. The greateſt Zcal 
of Proteftancy, if un-reform'd in heart and Life will be affrighted 
even to endlc(s diſtraction, and confuſion, at this approach of 
Chriſt, if Men do not before watch, that is, reſolve what marmer of 
Perſons they ought to be in all Holineſs and Godlinefs of Converſation not 
ſur-charg'd with Drunkenneſs , Gluttony , the carcs of- this 
Lite, &c. 

3. With Relation to the Grand Appearance of Chriſt, there arc 
between the Loud Voices in Heaven, that the Kingdoms of this World 
are become the Kingdoms of the Lord, and of his Chriſt, between the 
end of T:ne, Times, and half a Time, which are the 1260. D. and 
the Kingdom it felf, Thirty Days for Years, making 129% wherein 
the Seven Thunders ſo long ſeal'd ſhall be oper'd in Seven Succe(- 
five Y.ices for the Reforming, the purifying, the Converting the 
World, the World of all ſorts of Men, that whatever remains fil:by 
may be filthy jti/}, even forever ; becauſe it would not be cleansd, 
when God would have cleansgd it, which Voices we may find in 
their due order Reve/. 14. compare the Time of Thirty Years, 
Dan. 12. And theſe ſhall be, betore Chriſt comes to Smite the 
Earth with a Curſe, For immediately upon thoſe Voic's come 
Forty Five Tears of the Y:a/s, making up 1335. in D.amel. thele 
are the Execution of the Hoy and pare Wrath of Almighty God 
without mixture of any Human Pathons , or Ends. Then ar 
the end of them is the Glorious Kingdom of Chriſt, the New Jeru- 
ſalem, wherein all his Szints, and Seryants from firſt to laſt j#and 
in their Lots, and whereinro nothing , that is defied ſhall Enter : 
Thus God hath ſecured his Mercics, though vouchſat'd to an 
Impure World now. 

All which con{iderations exceedingly Rrengehen the Arguments, 
and remove the Objections ariling irom ſo Impure, and indil- 
pos'd a State of the World in General,and of chisNation in particular, 
for- ſo Gracious Manifeſtations of God, as this Propheſie Prediits. 

Argument 19. There is one Note in this Prophefie, that gives a 
furcher glance upon the near approach of the Time, and tharthis 
Rewalution looks to the yery jult Complement of the words of God 
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ro be fuifilled; And that is, that whereas the Profhefie had ſaid:; 
'The Ten Kings (ſhould agree to give their Kingdom to the Beaft, till 
'the Words of God ſtonld be farfilled ; It without any notice of 


their withirawing their Kingdom from the Bzaft tells us, they ſhalt 


-bate the Whore. 


Now it is True, Their being Drank with the Wine of the Whores 
F:rnication is the Reaſon of their giBing their Kingdom to the Beaſt 


that carries her, as hath been before obſerv*d, and therefore when 


ere they hate the Whore, they will certainly withdraw their Power 
from the Bet; Bur becaule it is faid, they ſhall hate the Whore 
without any mention, how they ſhall behave themſelves to the 
Feaſt, and that it ſeems to be the peculiar note of the Prophefie ful- 


filed, that they hate the Whore, it mov'd my enquiry, whether 


cicherin the firlt Reformation, or at the Time of this Revolution, 
there be any ſtade of any Kings dividing the Beaf, and the Whore, 
that is, of a Retrenchment of their Power from the Beaſt, and yer 
continuing their kindneſs to the Whore, that the diſtin particular 
Hatred might, as I may ſay, Perpendicularly fall on the -Whore, 
the minds of any Piinces Jealous of their Power, and the Honour 
of their Kingdom having any ways been mov'd with an-Indigna- 


tion at the Curtalling their Power, and Kingdom by giving it to the 


Beaſt, and ſohave re-call'4'it : For if ſuch can be found, it ſeem'd 


-ro me a great note of the fu/filing this Propheſie, viz. If the Whore 


was firſt ſo dillinfly loved, that then by her (clf ſhe might be ex- 
-pos'd to Ulniverſal hatred afterward. 

And I find, that there have been ſome Specimens of it all a- 
long, and in the beginning of rhe Reformation by our King Henry 
the Eighth, who retain'd his kindneſs tothe Roman Catholic Church 
in it's DoQrine. and Worſhip, and veneration of it,and Monſtrous 


'Z::al for it in all theſe, and vet remov'd the Power of the Beaſt from 


his Regalia in all Poir:ts; But nevcrwas there ſo Ample, and 11- 
Juſtrious a Repreſertation of it, as in the preſent French King, who 


-hath ſo with his C/ergy Lower'd , and even Annuld the Pow:r 


.of the Beaſt, or the Pope in their Gallicave Church , and yet (o 
cloſely efpouyd the Apeſtacy of the Whore, and under the very 
Name of the Rom. Catholic Church, and ſo In-humanly Perſe- 
cured the Reformed, as H-retics, as if that'King would himſelf cake 
npon him to be the Beaft bearing that Church, and to Relieve the 
Pope from ſo ungentile, as well as Anti chriſtian Office : By which 
he, and his Cl:rgy have offer'd thele great Inſttuſtions ro the 

World. | 
4. That the Roman Cathelick Church, as call'd, whateyer _ 
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the Adntiniftration of it be in, will fhew it (elf to'be the hore, the 
Mother of the 4bominations of the Earth, of Superſtitions and 1dola- 
tries, and that drinks it ſelf drunk with the Blood of the Saints, and 
of the Martyrs of Jeſas 3 and that whoever ſerves it ſhall be intox- 
icated with the 86avs, the Sting, the High Rage, and Fury of its 
Fornication, and ſhall enforce the ſame Cup with utmoſt Barbatity 
intg,the Hands, and Mouths of thoſe, who refuſe ir. 

ST hat the diſtintion betwixt the Court of Rome, and the 
Church of Rome is a vain and friyolous ſhift, an Apron of Fig- leaves 
to hide the impurity and filthineſs of the Fhore ; for at this day in 
France are found, however palliated, the Sorceries, Idolatries, and 
Murthers of the Church of Rome, where the Court of Rome is {Oo much 
defied. This is, as it were, on purpoſe ordered by Providence to 
expole the F hore, by her (clf alone. 

3. That there ſhall be as great an Inſtance, as can be, of Hating 
the Whore, or Church of Rome by it ſelf ; and as diſtin, as can be 
ſuppoſed in that cloſe Conjun@ion it hath with the Beaft, and the 
Beaft with it : The very abftrated Religion of the Roman Commus- 
nion ſhall be deteſted for its own ſake, without Relation to Politice, 
or to the Uſurpation of the Beaft or Papacy over National Rights. 
And whenever this is, It is the watch word of this Prophecy, that 
It is near fulf/ling. And becauſe things are fo much prepared in 
France hereunto, It is a very great ground of Expe&tation, rhat 
there this great Prophecy ſhall begin to be fiu/þ/ed, above any of the 
Kingdoms devoted to the Beaft and Whore as united ; and that the 
Time is as near, as I have from this Prophecy declared, and that 
by ſome wonderful Hand of God, parallel ro what hath been in 
our Nation, the Aion ſhall go on there, ro which there are many 
other Prognoftics leading, not fit to be here recounted, where we 
inſiſt wholly on Prophecy and Providence compar'd. 

I now conclude this Argumentative part with theſe brief Infes 
rences. 

Trifer. x. Theſe Conſiderations of Prophecy deſigning fo great 
Ends, ſhew the Vanity of ſuch _— ; What is Prophecy te 

or the Ten Kings hating the Whore > If we have the Laws, and 
Liberties of our own Government, of which Proteſtant Keligion is 
become ſo Eſſential a part, that we cannot have the one without 
the other ; we have what we deſire, we meddle not with dark 
Prophefies beyond our Line ; we conſider the Natural and Political 
Cauſes of theſe Things, which lye fo plain before us, and meddle 
aot beyond them. 
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Bur, be not deceived, God is not mocked, nor can be juſtled out of 
his Purpoſes by ſuch low Deſignments of ours ; He hath a Wheel 
within every. Wheel of ours, which being ated by his Supreme 
Spirit, ſhall move on to its Ends, and carry all our Wheeles thi- 
ther with it ſelf ; His Pleaſure muſt go on, howeyer our private 
Intereſts are diſordered by it : In a common Flame particular Hou- 
ſecs muſt ſuffer blowing up, and leſſer Buildings give way, and 
make room for public princely Struftures : ſometimes our Deſires, 
and Conveniencies are taken in, as of late; ſometimes left our; 
but the Myſtery of God in the Kingdom of Chriſt by the Oath of the 
Angel, muſt be finiſhed ; there is but a ſhore Time, in compariſon 
now, till the Seventh Trumpet begin to finiſh it, and Time of the 
preſent date, of the preſent Style ſhall be no more ; as He hath /po- 
ken by his Servants the Prophets. That Kingdom of Chriſt is, and 
ſhall ſuddenly appear to be the Grand Public, not only of our Na- 
tion but of the World. 

And the Deftruftion of the Papacy, and the Hatred of the Whore 
by the Ten Kings muſt be to us, eyen to us, whoever we arc, 
whether we will or no; both as to our National Intereſts, and as 
to our Eternal Concernments. Our National Intereſts ſhall be car- 
ricd that way, it we are moyed with that Spirit of God now about 
ro ſhew it {elf in the World, according to our delires ; if not be- 
yond all our Deſires and Intendments. And as to Our Everlaſting 
Concernments, It is much to vs, for It brings on that Day, that ſtall 
be cither the day of our Redemption, or that ſhall burn as an Oven, 
and All the Wicked ſhall be conſumed in it. 

Infer. 2. Let us earneſtly pray, and wait for that Philade/phian 
State of the Church, that is (o near us, and that ſhall far exceed all 
our preſent Church ftates, how excellent ſoever they may be ; 
Then ſhall the Great Truths of Gofpe/-Redemption, and particular- 
ly the Propheſies be Sung, as a New Song, as by a Choir of 4ngels, 
the Muſick of the Spheres, and all the Servants of Chriſt under 
the Lamb ſtanding on Mount Zion, with his Fathers Neme on their 
Fore-heads, ſhall /eern it. And then, as by a new Miſſwn, ſpeedy, 
and Univerſal, like the Firſt Apoftolica! Preaching, and as from 
the Mid- Heaven ſhall the Everlaſting Goſpel be preached to All; The 
disbelieyed Hour of Chriſt __— viz, Of his Kingdom or 
Government, that begins with a Judiciary Proceſs, ſhall be Thun- 
der'd out, as nigh, to 41! Nations. 

The Fall of Babylon, and the Judgment on the Beaſts Worſhip- 
pers ſhall be declared with a New Majeſty and Power. The Fir 
Keſurrettion ( Bleſſed are the Dead, &c. ) ſhall be promulg'd ; Pray- 
crs 
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wrs forthe Converſion:df.the Fulneſs of the Gentiles, and To diitte 
Jews ſhall be anſwered by Chriſt with the.Crown 0n.his Head, and 
the ſharp Sick/e 1a his Hand, reaping the Harveſt of the Earth, as 
Ripe for the Salvation of all 1ſrae/; and then is the Vine of the 
Earth gathered, eſpecially che Cluſter s of Spiritual Sodom, and thrown 
into the Wze-preſs of the Wrath of God, and from thence the Pals 
are fi/d and pour'd out in fudgment. 

Then the Op-ned Temple (hall ſhew the Tabernacle of Teſtimony, 
and the Ark of the Teſtament, and be fi/{ed with Smoke, becauſe the 
Dwine Glory is coming to dwe!! there ; that is, Ezekiels Temple, and 
City, and the New Jeruſalem of the Apoſtle John ſhall be ſpiritual.z'd 


-into one Divine Preſence of God, and of the Lamb, which is the 


Santhuary cleans'd at the End of Daniels 2300 Ev. Morn. 

Theſe Things God will be Enquir'd of for, by the Prayers of 
his Servants awakned thereunto. Bur they are by the demand of the 
Watchers, and by the Word of the Holy, however light they are 
made of ; and therefore ſkhal] certainly be in their Sealon. - 

Infer. 3. We are hereby made to underſtand, how to pray for 
the Powers, that arc ſet over us by God, as in Relation to the moſt 
Supreme part of their 4dminiftration. As now for the King, the 0n- 
ly Prayer, that can be made for him in Faith, with reſpe& to the 
Regal Power, is, that He may be one of thoſe, that may hate the 
Whore; elſe in a Proteſtant Nation, teſcued from the Beaft, and 
the Whore, Prophecy will not allow him at this Time, I do nor 
ſay, of the Day, but of the Beaſts /aft Moon, though it be indeed 
alſo the Half day, ſince the Reformation ; had it not been for this 
Prophecy, there had not been ſuch an cafie Retirement of Him 
from Government. An Atheift may cc, and the greateſt Infidel in 
Sacred Prophecy be convinced. 

The Great Prayer for the Proteſt nt Prince, whom God hath 
flirred up to be a Deliverer, is, That He may be a poliſhed Shaft in 
Gods 9nrver, and that God would f/! his Bow with Him, and make 
Him as the Sword of 4 mighty man, that he may ride out proſperouſly 
and atchieye High in this Grearwork, that is to be done, that after 
the overthrow of the Throne of Kingdoms, and of the Rider, 8c. He 
would make him a Signet, as having choſen Hin; And for the aſ- 
ſembled Comncels of the Nation, that they may be with the Lan, 
who is appearing King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, as His Called, 
Faithful, and choſen, now his Victory over the Ten Kings, who 
have, and who vet make War with Him, is ſo near. 

For the IWitn,jſ-s of Chrilt in this Nation of all Kinds, ovr Pray- 
&: ſhould be, that they may ſo finiſh their Suck cloth tes, 
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that they may hear that Voice, Come up hither. 

Infer. 4. Let us review this ſo freſh, wonderful doing of God in 
this Nation, with a Wiſdom and Conſideration guided and con- 
ducted by Prophecy ; let us behold it in All che Circumſtances ot ic, 
clpecially in this that God hath fruſtrated the Tokens of the Babi- 
lonian Lyars, and made the Divinors at Loretto, and the Infallible 
Chair, Mad; but bath begun to perform the Counſel of his Meſen- 
gers, ſaying to Babylon, It ſhall Fall, and to his New Jeruſalem, It 
ſhall be built; and to thoſe of the Ten Kings, who are now of the 
Reformation, Tou are my Shepherds, and ſhall perform my Pleaſure, 
till All the other of the Ten Kings alſo unite in Hating the Whore, 
when the words of God are fulfilled to the utmoſt. 

As a Pattern hereof, He hath bowed the Hearts of the People 
of the Nation, as one Man; He hath brought the Notions of Loy- 
aly, Non-Refitance, and Paſſive Obedience, into Subjeftion to Pro- 


precy. 

Infer. 5. Let us ſcriouſly conſider, 4 who love the Kingdom of 
Chri#, and ſincerely pray, Thy Kingdom Come, according: to the 
Prayer of the Kingdon, whether we would chooſe, and deftre, thar 
this late Revolution ſhould be ( though fer at the higheſt Elevation ) 
a Mercy to the Nation, and to his Seryants in ir upon their very 
Prayers, but not in order to any further great End according to 
that admirable Prophecy of the New Teſtament; the Revelation ; or 
whether we would chooſe and defire ; It ſhould be tor the remo- 
val of that Great Remora and Eſtopple of the Kingdom of Chriſt, the 
Pafacy, a Beginning of the Train of Things, that ſhall pals ac- 
cording to Prophecy in this order. viz. Begin at this Prophecy of 
the Text, Chap. 17. v. 16, 17: and et it before c. 11, 11. to the 
End. and ſo paſs to c: 14. and carry a line through ir, to c. 15. 
C. 1G. C. 18. c. 1g. Cc. 20. c 21. Cc. 22. tov. For fol am affured, 
God hath begun in our Nation, ſo, as He will extend this Prophe- 
_ Line through the World, reaching to that Glorious Feru- 
alem. | 

According to our deſire herein, let us ſearch that Prophecy, and 
Set our Faces to the Lord our God by Prayer and Supplication, with 
Faſting, Sack cloth, and Aſhes: 

Infer. 6. The Philade/phian State of the Church, that ſhall be at 
. the End of the 4poſtafie, is the {Exemplar or Pattern, at which All 

Rev. 3. 2. the Proteftant Churches ſhould aim, as being indeed the Ref, or 
7& Nano Remainders that ate to fill up the Reformation, upon which the 
New Jeruſalem ſhall come down, in which the Santtuary cleanſed 

appears. This we ſhould aim at in Brotherly Love, imported in its 

very 
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very Name, which is the Bands and the Beauty of that Church ; 
In Holding faſt the Name of Chriſt in his Supreme Paſtors! and 
Epiſcopal Office, recciving nothing, but from his Yoice, entring by 
the Door of his ſole Authority, and flying from the Voice of Strangers ; 
in keeping the Word of his Patience, or ſtaying for the Unfading 
Crown until his Gloriows Kingdom ; in boking for, and haſting to it. 
For in too great an Ignorance, and wnbelief of it, the very wiſe Vir-' 
Kin of the Proteſtant Churches are ſlumbring and ſleeping at this 
ay. 

Tn laying aſide all Auſtere Ceremonialneſ5 out of oyer-Reverence 
to Antiquity ; and rather humbling our ſelves and acknowledging 
an Error in too near Approaches to that Synagogue of Sathan, thar 
ſhew'd it (elf before the laſt of thoſe Four firſt General Councels : 
Laſtly, in a Great Moderation of Cenſure towards thoſe Churches, 
and Proteſtants, who were ſo greatly miſtaken in that laſt point ; 
not Reproaching them as Antichriſtian, or having ſo much as the 
number of that unhappy Name; however too near approaching 
the Ritual and High FJuriſdi#ive Synagogue, that led to it at firlt. 
Bur now ſuch ſhall ſce their Faalt by the laſtruftion of Chriſt Hin- 
ſelf, who Receives, and owns them : and thus ſhould we All joyn 
in ſecking the Beloved of the Church together, till He appear on , 
the Mountain of Spices. Cantic. 6. 1. c. 8. laſt.

Prophecy cannot Lye: And there may be (uch a Manifeſtation of 
the Comm fires and admirable Connexions of one part with ano- 
ther, that ſooner may the moſt exat Anatomiſts be deceiv'd in 
their Eye-fight, though afliſted with Microſcopes, and utmoſt Art, 
and in their Reaſon and Admiration of the Works of God in Na- 
ture, upon their Eye-ſight, then thoſe Nerves and Fibres of Pro- 
phetical Scripture deceive: They are ſuch and fo laid, that no 

ancy could create them ; This is my Aflurance. 

Yet even a Prophet muſt not look for Honswr, or Acceptance 
more.in his own Time, theo in his own Country ; His Words coming 
to paſs are the Credential, Moſt require, that God hath ſerit him. 
The Jews built not the Sepulchres of the Prophets, whom their P4- 
thers killed, till they knew their Words had come to paſs. It muſt 
much more fare fo with the Expoſitors of Prophecy, bur concern- 
ing that, The Will of the Lord be done.
